EAST  COCALICO  VOCATIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  graduates  of  East  Cocalico  High  School  have  always  been  proud  of  their  schooL  The  graduates  are 
also  proud  of  their  heritage  and  recognize  that  this  schooling  has  always  been  important  to  the  future 
betterment  of  all  the  students^, 

The  first  known  efforts  of  operating  a school  in  Reamstown  go  back  to  1 745  when  Henry  Haller,  Sr.  founded 
a school  which  was  run  by  the  Moravians.  In  1773  Tobias  Ream  and  Juliana  Ream,  who  formerly  founded 
and  laid  out  building  sites  in  Reamstown,  set  aside  lot  number  Fifty-four  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
church  and  a schooL  Salem  United  Church  of  Christ  now  stands  on  this  lot. 

In  1834,  a law  was  passed  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Legislature  which  established  the  public  school 
system.  This  law  was  not  enforced  until  1849o  Prior  to  that  time  the  church  had  provided  the  necessary 
requirements  for  a school  and  ran  it  accordingly.  Now,  under  this  new  system  the  townships  were  to 
take  over  and  build  school  houses. 

The  school  board  on  March  28,  1 872;  purchased  the  lot  in  Reamstown  where  the  Reamstown  Consolidated 
School  was  builto  Prior  to  that  time  there  had  been  two  school  buildings.  One  standing  on  the  site  of 
the  Evangelical  Congregational  Church  and  the  other  on  a lot  on  Main  Street. 

Ephrata  had  the  first  high  school  in  this  area.  The  first  class  graduating  in  1894<.  Students  from  the 
Reamstown  area  wishing  to  attend  high  school  went  to  Ephrata  until  a high  school  was  started  in  Reams- 
town under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Carrie  Garman  who  served  as  its  only  teacher  and  principal.  The 
first  class  graduated  with  a two  year  course  in  1909.  Harry  Cooperbecame  principal  inthe  fall  of  1910. 
During  his  administration  a three  year  course  was  offered  for  the  first  timeo 

Chester  Hi  1 lard  became  principal  through  the  school  year  1917-1918until  in  the  following  year  the  Rev. 
Marburger  took  over« 

The  school  year  of  1920-1921  was  the  first  year  in  which  a four  year  course  was  given. 

The  school  was  temporarily  moved  from  the  Church  Street  building  to  the  shirt  factory  of  Mrs.  Carrie 
Wolfo  Harry  Hehnly  became  principal  during  the  1920-1921  year  and  this  year  the  school  was  called — 
East  Cocalico  Vocational  High  School. 

Early  in  1922  the  high  school  was  moved  to  the  new  building  on  Main  Street.  The  class  of  1922  was  the 
first  to  graduate  in  the  new  building. 

In  1925  William  Morrow  became  principal.  A school  band  was  formed  this  year.  In  1931  the  Future 
Farmers  of  America  was  organized  and  chartered.  There  were  eight  charter  members  from  our  school  with 
Theodore  Rothman  as  the  first  president  and  J.  Raymond  Stewart  as  the  advisor. 

Mr.  Alvin  Wenger  became  principal  in  1932  and  continued  until  his  death  in  1942.  Robert  N.  Grove 
than  became  principal.  Mr.  Grove  along  with  Mrs.  Fickes  started  the  cafeteria.  The  school  was  named 
East  Cocalico  Township  High  School  on  July  2,  1943. 

In  1944  Mr.  Grove  left  our  school  to  join  the  United  States  Army.  He  succeeded  by  Mr.  John  G. 
Davidson  on  January  1,  1945.  On  January  15,  1945,  the  Tri-Hi-Y  was  chartered.  This  club  was  started 
by  Miss  Lydia  Wagner.  The  Hi-Y  Club  was  organized  in  the  fall  of  1945  by  the  Rev.  John  Albright, 
who  was  then  the  teacher  of  English. 


In  the  fall  of  1950,  due  to  the  over  crowding  of  grade  schools  in  the  township,  the  seventh  grade  was 
moved  into  the  high  school  building.  These  extra  classes  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  both  the  stage  and 
the  gymnasium  into  classrooms. 

In  1950  the  township  officials  of  East  and  West  Cocalico  held  a meeting  with  the  Denver  Borough  and 
the  Adamstown  Borough  officials  at  which  time  they  voted  to  form  a union  school  district.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  combined  school  boards  took  place  on  July  10,  1951  „ This  board  decided  that  the  new 
merger  should  be  called  the  Cocalico  Union  School  Districto 

As  a result  of  the  merger  the  baseball  and  basketball  teams  were  combined.  In  the  fail  of  1952,  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  our  school,  a football  team  was  organized,, 

Mro  Donald  Peters  took  over  as  acting  principal  for  Mr.  Davidson,  during  the  school  year  of  1953-1954, 
who  was  unable  to  continue  due  to  bad  health. 

The  class  of  1955  was  the  last  senior  class  to  finish  at  our  high  school  building  in  Reamstown  and  this 
class  was  also  the  first  to  receive  their  diplomas  on  the  stage  of  the  new  Cocalico  Union  High  School 
located  in  the  borough  of  Denver. 

So  ends  the  history  of  our  beloved  high  school.  We  look  back  on  our  school  days  with  fond  memories  of 
our  friends,  teachers  and  activities.
